These projects are the 1977 part of a two-year program for paving 
streets in the Mount Pleasant area under the Neighbourhood Improvement Program, 
approved by Council on February 18, 1977.

Cost sharing of the recommended $174,668 N.I. P. expenditure will 
conform to the standard N.I. P. utilities formula, as follows: 

Federal 25% $ 43,667 

Provincial 12.5% $ 21,833 

City N.I. P. Funds 62.5% $109,168 

Total $174,668 

C.M.H.C. has concurred with this allocation. 
CAPITAL FUNDS 

Funds for the City's share of the recommended projects are available 
in the 1977 and prior years Streets Capital Budget and from N.I. P. funds as 
indicated above. 

RECOMMENDATION 

I RECOMMEND, subject to the proceedings of the Court of Revision, and 
subsequent approval by Council, that: 

(a) the Initiative projects in Schedule 443, except the defeated 
Items 5, 8 and 48, be undertaken. 

(b) the Petition projects in Schedule 444 be undertaken. 

(c) Council approve $174,668 to be appropriated from the Mount 
Pleasant N.I. P. Budget, Services and Utilities account 
896/9217, toward construction of the Pavement and Curb 
projects in Schedule 443, Items 25 to 47 and 49 to 51." 

The City Manager RECOMMENDS that the recommendation of the City 
Engineer be approved."
